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REMARKS 

Claims 1-20 have been cancelled without prejudice and new claims 21-24 have been 
added. Accordingly, claims 21 through 24 are pending in this application and in view of the 
foregoing amendments and the following remarks are believed to be in condition for 
allowance. 

Claims 1-11 and 14-18 were rejected as unpatentable and claims 12, 13, 19 and 20 
were objected to as dependent on rejected base claims but were characterized in the office 
action as allowable if rewritten in independent form. These objections are believed to be 
obviated in view of the foregoing amendments. 

Claim 21 corresponds to the allowable subject matter of claim 12, rewritten in 
independent form, to overcome the objection. 

Claim 22 corresponds to the allowable subject matter of claim 13, rewritten in 
independent form, to overcome the objection. 

Claim 23 corresponds to the allowable subject matter of claim 19, rewritten in 
independent form, to overcome the objection. 

Claim 24 corresponds to the allowable subject matter of claim 20, rewritten to 
overcome the objection. 

Accordingly, reconsideration and withdrawal of this objection is respectfully 
requested. 

CONCLUSION 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, the present application is now 
believed to be in condition for allowance. The Examiner is asked to consider entering this 
response and amendment and pass the application to allowance.
